Garvie carrying 
on MP campaign 
after suspension

Suspended Labour Party can¬ 
didate for Wellingborough & 
Rushden Richard Garvie is 
still fighting for the 
Northamptonshire seat. 

He is calling on Labour vot¬ 
ers to back him today so if he 
wins he can take up his seat in 
Parliament as a Labour MP. 

Mr Garvie, pictured above, 
has been suspended by the 
Labour Party after being con¬ 
victed of railway offences dat¬ 
ing back a number of years. 

The prosecution was brought 
by East Midlands Trains and 
no evidence was offered 
against Mr Garvie other than 
he accepted that he had used 
his card to run up a debt with 
his bank which was then 
passed to a debt collection 
agency to be paid. 

Mr Garvie disputes he com¬ 
mitted fraud against East 
Midlands Trains on the basis 
he ran up a debt with his bank 
and that there is no evidence 
to suggest that he intended for 
East Midlands Trains to not to 
receive payment. His legal 
team launched an appeal 
which he hopes will overturn 
the decision of the court.

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PYRAMID OPERATION: £40,000 worth of drugs were seized in a series of police raids 

Biggest drugs op 
sees 69 arrests

In the biggest drugs operation ever launched 
by Northamptonshire Police, 69 people have 
been arrested. 

In the two weeks leading up to last Friday, 80 
warrants have been executed at proper¬ 
ties in Wellingborough and East 
Northamptonshire in a bid to tackle 
those people involved in the supply 
of drugs. ^ 

Of those arrested, 50 have been 
charged with 144 drug offences. 

The majority of the people charged 
with offences have appeared in 
court and have been remanded into 
custody to await trial. 

During the course of the operation, 
which culminated in six enforcement days led 
by 1,200 officers, £40,000 of drugs and 
£225,000 of cash were seized, as well as an 
imitation gun which was found at a property 
during a drugs search. 

The 10 month operation, called Operation 
Pyramid, was led by Detective Chief Inspector

Nick Lyall, who has now been promoted to 
Bedfordshire Police as the head of the force’s 
control room. 

He said: “This is the biggest operation of its 
kind ever seen in Northamptonshire and one 
which has so far resulted in 50 people being 
charged with 144 drug offences. 

“The operation was launched at the end of 
last summer after we had a number of 
incidents where those involved in 
^ drug dealing were using violence 
against one another, and the risk of 
harm to innocent members of the 
public was rising. 

“Our work has involved the use of 
undercover officers to help gather 
evidence which will now be placed 
before the court as those people who 
have been charged stand trial. 

“We are committed to tackling those peo¬ 
ple involved in the supply and distribution of 
illegal drugs in Northamptonshire, and this 
kind of operation is one way we can tackle it.” 

More than 40 of the arrests were made at 
addresses in Wellingborough, with others in 
Cold Ashby, Higham Ferrers, Irthlingborough, 
Kettering, Bedford and a number of prisons.

Cyber crime 
on increase

Northamptonshire Police are 
warning people about a dramat¬ 
ic increase in webcam blackmail 
as a result of an increase of 
reported incidents from victims 
across the county in the past few 
months. 

Due to this, police have issued a 
series of measures to avoid 
becoming a victim to this cyber 
crime. 

Very often webcam blackmail¬ 
ers are based abroad, which can 
make it difficult to locate and 
prosecute them. 

This type of crime typically 
involves a victim being lured into 
taking off their clothes in front of 
their webcam.Sometimes they 
are tricked into performing sexu¬ 
al acts. 

This then allows a fraudster to 
record a video. The offender will 
then threaten to post the video 
onto various social media sites - 
unless the victim pays a fee. 

Officers fromNorthamptonshire 
Police are advising people to take 
simple steps to prevent falling 
victim to online blackmailers. 

These are: 


• Never get lured into removing 
your clothes or performing sexual 
acts in front of your webcam. 
Always remember that what goes 
online may stay online. 

• Know who you are inviting or 
accepting invitations from on 
social media. 

• Do not accept friend requests 
from total strangers. 

• Ensure that your privacy set¬ 
tings on your social networking 
accounts are set to only allow 
friends to view your account. 

• If you do become a victim, do 
not pay any fees but report the 
crime immediately to police, 
however embarrassing it may 
seem. 

For further details you should 
contact the Cyber Crime Unit at 
Northamptonshire Police by call¬ 
ing 101.

Why vinyl sends us 


There is an interesting phe¬ 
nomenon taking place in 
the world of record collect¬ 
ing. 

The advent of Record Store 
Day, promoting independ¬ 
ent shops, has highlighted 
the kind of collectors who 
hunt out vinyl LPs, EPs or 
singles still in their shrink 
wrap, never touched by 
human hand or a turnta¬ 
ble’s stylus. They remain in 
a perpetual mint condition. 

An item which could be 
worth £100, could have £30 
wiped off its value with the 
removal of the shrink wrap. 
It has lost its appeal of being 
perfect. 

One of the people who 
benefits from the obessive 
collector is Chris Kent, 
owner of the Spunout record 
store in Gold Street, 
Northampton. 

Chris, while selling vinyl, 
does not collect it and keep 
it wrapped. For him, a 
record is meant to be played 
and listened too, not hidden 
away. 

He can understand why 
people do this but for him 
the joy is selling records and 
listening to them. 

Chris said: “Keeping it 
mint is the best option. 

“A lot of people want to 
listen to a record and then 
ask if there is a mint one 



under the counter. 

“You can carefully open it 
down the side of the sleeve 
while the shrink wrap is 
attached and still listen to 
the record. 

“The shrinkwrap will act 
as aplastic case. 

“It is then down to your 
care to look after the vinyl. 

“For mysef, I like to play 
records. I love getting them, 
opening them and playing 
them. 


“I cannot wait to put the 
vinyl on the decks and start 
playing them. 

“I even start mixing one 
into another 

“With sometheing like 
Record Store Day it is grow¬ 
ing bigger and bigger.

Comedian Ray Peacock is a man at war. 
He is at war with his postman who, for 
whatever reason, will not post Ray’s let¬ 
ters through his house letter box. 

It is one of the many encounters which 
happen in Ray’s life and which as he 
said: “If I wanted to I could put that in 
my act tonight. That is the freedom 
being a comic gives me.” 

Ray, who has been a stand up comic 
since 1998, has had an impressive 
career, both as one half of the critically 
acclaimed double-act Peacock and 
Gamble and as a solo performer. 

Ray never wanted to be a stand up 
comic as he had trained as an actor. The 
trouble was his first job after leaving 
drama school was to appear in two 
Chekhov plays.

It was while doing this that he realised 
he could become a stand up comedian 
full time.

I used to get a lot of heckles 
and I used to chat to the person who 
heckled me. It seemed after this that a 
number of the audience felt they should 
say something and usually do. I have a 
conversational style, so when someone 
heckles me we have a chat and it is part 
of the act.”

The Volvo V40 

Take a look inside ... 


As with most things in life, 
the best products take what 
seems a complicated bunch of 
requirements and reduce them 
to something very simple and 
elegant. The Volvo V40 is just 
such a car. 

The Swedish company has 
built a premium five-door 
family hatch that looks great, 
drives well, makes sense on the 
balance sheet and which has 
an amazing amount of safety 
equipment built into it. It really 
is as good as it looks, especially 
now that Volvo offers the op¬ 
tion of its own highly efficient 
engines beneath the bonnet. 

Here’s a hatch clearly de¬ 
veloped by people who care 
about driving and it delivers a 
very good compromise indeed 
between absorbent ride and 
assured handling composure. 

So much so that I’ve begun 
to question the ‘less is more’ 
mantra I tend to apply to the 
brand’s other models when it 
comes to engine output. 

There’s not much point in 
having loads of power in a car 
that handles like a pudding. 

This one though can cope with 
a bit more, which is why it’s 
worth opting for the fastest 


of the three diesel engines on 
offer, the 190bhp D4. Rest to 
62mph here takes 7.4s en route 
to I43mph. All the diesel units 
available are now from the 
brand’s frugal ‘Drive-E’ family 
of engines, all 2.0-litre units. 

The D3 develops 150bhp, while 
the entry-level D2 manages 
I20bhp. 

The safer a car is, the safer 
will be its approach to exterior 
design. That was once true of 
small Volvos - but it isn’t any 
more. In fact, it’s precisely 
because this V40 is good in an 
accident that it looks so smart. 

Let me explain. Almost all 
cars have relatively high bonnet 
lines so as to leave an under¬ 
bonnet void to meet pedestrian 
impact legislation. But thanks to 
a unique under-bonnet airbag, 
this car doesn’t need to allow 
for that, so its bonnet line can 
be much lower, part of a lean, 
wide coupe-like stance in a 
shape very slightly longer and 
wider than rival BMW I Series 
or Audi A3 models. 

Much about this car is a sur¬ 
prise. Efficient yet characterful, 
stylish yet sensible, it ought to 
appeal far beyond Volvo’s core 
customer base.

SAINTS 


North is making progress 
but no date for return yet

No decision has been made on 
when Northampton star George 
North will return to action but 
coach Alex King has confirmed 
that the Welshman's condition is 
improving. 

The wing hasn’t played since 
suffering a third concussion of the 
season in Saints’ win against 
Wasps at the end of March - with 
experts advising on a break of at 
least a month after that game. 

Saints hope that the 23-year-old 
may return to play some part in 
the season’s finale - when 
Northampton will be gunning for 
a second consecutive Premiership 
crown - and King said specialists 
were happy with North’s progress. 

The final call will be made by the 
club’s medical team and he will 
not be risked unnecessarily 
despite a return to Twickenham 
being on the cards for the current 
league leaders. 

“He’s improving but as and when 
he can resume duties is very much 
in the hands of the medics,” King 
said. “He went back to see the spe¬ 
cialists and they’re happy with his 
progress. 

“If he can play again this season 
that will be fantastic, but if he 
can’t that will be the decision. 

“But he’s progressing, he’s doing 
more and more but it’s up to the 
medics and they will be the ones 
who decide. 

“Until a decision [to rule North 
out for the season] has been made 
of course there’s hope, but there’s 


people who are more specialist 
than myself to make those deci¬ 
sions. That’s important because 
we take these things very serious¬ 
ly. George’s health comes first.” 

With the European Champions 
Cup final taking place on 
Saturday, Saints took advantage of 
a free weekend to travel to 
Portugal for a training camp, and 
King said the squad had benefited 
from the experience which came 
after their victory over Saracens at 
stadiummk last time out. 

“It’s difficult to find the perfect 


time of the year to do it,” he said. 

“They had a bit of down time as 
well, playing golf and going to the 
beach. 

“Focus was very much on the 
rugby but it was an opportunity to 
spend some quality time together 
away from the Premiership and 
away from England, so it was good 
for all the boys to get together.” 

The win over Sarries ended a dif¬ 
ficult run and Saints are now 
expected to book a home play-off 
semi-final on Saturday when they 
host bottom club London Welsh. 


Any sort of victory would achieve 
this and with Welsh only manag¬ 
ing one point so far this season, 
any other outcome would be a 
major shock. 

“I don’t think any season goes 
completely smoothly for any 
club,” said King. “For all the clubs 
in the Premiership there has been 
times of lack of form. 

“For whatever reason we’ve had 
ours but we’re looking to take all 
the confidence from that second 
half at Saracens and build on that 
for this weekend.”

Strong winds a factor as Northants claim draw

Northamptonshire (385 all out & 391-5) drew 
with Lancashire (436 all out) 

Strong winds which reached speeds of between 
40-45 mph at Wantage Road may prove to be 
the abiding memory as Northamptonshire’s 
LV= County Championship Division Two match 
with Lancashire drifted into stalemate yester¬ 
day afternoon. 

The home side lost just three wickets on the 
final day to finish on 391-5 in their second 
innings, thanks to hundreds for Rob Keogh and 
Steven Crook and 81 for Stephen Peters. 

Resuming on 42-2, Northamptonshire hoped 
to end a streak of four straight defeats to their 
Red Rose opponents with whom they were rel¬ 
egated from Division One last season. Peters 
and Keogh, who had been joined together at 13 
-2, showed the necessary caution and solid 
defence required, with Lancashire’s attack 
keen on a third win in three. 

Now 36 years of age, Peters may be heading 
towards the end of his career rather than start¬ 
ing it, but his service for Essex and 


Worcestershire and now Northamptonshire 
will be fondly recalled by their members. 

Having been told by Northants that he was 
surplus to requirements in the winter, he has 
showed keen resolve in the season’s early weeks 
and brought up his 14,000th career first-class 
run on the way to a third successive fifty in 
Championship cricket. Particularly strong on 
the leg side, Peters made a well constructed 81 
before hooking Iordan Clark to Simon Kerrigan 
half an hour before lunch. 

Keogh, with the support of Adam Rossington, 
had a longer stay in mind. The Dunstable born 
player’s maiden first-class century proved to be 
a double century when he made 221 against 
Hampshire in September 2013 and while he 
suffered two separate finger breaks in 
Northants’ horror season of 2014, Keogh also 
made two centuries against the touring Sri 
Lankans and Sussex. 

But reaching three figures in testing blustery 
conditions will give him heart for the cam¬ 
paign ahead and Keogh celebrated with a swish 
of the bat, following his cover drive off Kerrigan 
that took him to 100 off 146 balls. Soon after¬ 
wards, the 23-year-old hooked Jordan Clark to 


Tom Bailey at long leg without adding to his 
score. Steven Crook followed up this and his 91 
in the first innings with a typically breezy 
knock second time around. 

Hooking anything short, he was determined 
to reach a maiden first-class hundred on the 
ground where he has played the bulk of his first 
class career. The all-rounder knocked a bris¬ 
tling 50 off 48 balls and by the time Alviro 
Petersen’s medium pace was called on, he got 
to three figures with a push into the covers, 
taking 90 balls to do so. 

South African Richard Levi wasn’t called on to 
bat after dislocating his finger but such was the 
lack of intensity in the game, Lancashire’s left 
arm orthodox spinner Kerrigan could be seen 
bowling chinaman legspin in the final session. 

The high scoring draw will suit both sides, 
with both in the promotion places and given 
the importance of a strong start, both 
Lancashire and Northamptonshire will have 
hopes of an immediate return to Division One, 
even after just three games. 

However, neither will want to see a return of 
the strong gales for which this match will be 
chiefly remembered.

Chris Wilder admitted the decision 
to release defender Lee Collins was 
the toughest choice he had to make 
when choosing which players would 
be shown to the Sixfields exits. 

Collins, who joined the Cobblers in 
February 2013, has made 43 appear¬ 
ances this season and captained the 
side at times during the campaign in 
Marc Richards’ absence. 

However, with Zander Diamond and 
Ryan Cresswell likely to be his first 
choice centre back partnership next 
season, Wilder is looking for a left 
footer to come in as back up and said 
Collins would want first team football. 

“Lee’s arguably been the most dif¬ 
ficult decision we’ve had to make,” he 
said. “It was real borderline right up 
to this last week. 

“But we’ve decided we’re not going 


to offer Lee a contract. We’ve got two 
centre halves who we expect to play, 
Zander and Ryan Cresswell, who are 
both on three year deals. 

“We’re going to look to bring in 
another one, a natural left footed 
centre half, to complement those 
two, and someone who is comforta¬ 
ble playing on the left of a three. 

“Lee has shown a reaction since 
Christmas, he has been in the team 
and these are tough decisions and 
this one is possibly the toughest of 
the lot. But we’ve made that decision, 
Lee will possibly want to go and play 
first team football as well so we 
understand that.” 

The move to release Collins will 
have been a surprise to many sup¬ 
porters given his contributions in the 
successful second half of the season, 
but Wilder said he isn’t afraid to 
make unpopular decisions if he 
thinks it is in the best interests of the 
team. He admitted he has made mis¬ 
takes regarding players in the past 


but is confident in his judgement to 
get more right than wrong. 

“Any decision you make, it’s not 
always going to be universally popu¬ 
lar,” said Wilder. “I released Alex 
Nicholls and that wasn’t a popular 
decision, I released Kelvin Langmead 
and that wasn’t a popular decision. 

“I’m not here for it to be a vote and 
something off the X-Factor, I have to 
make those decisions myself through 
experience and looking to take 
things forward. 

“I would understand that there 
might be a few people not getting 
that decision but I’ve got to back my 
judgment and if Lee goes on to better 
things I wish him all the best. 

“You make decisions and some 
come back and you think ‘maybe 
that wasn’t the right decision’. I’ve 
made plenty of those decisions 
through the last ten years of being a 
manager but you back yourself to 
make more right decisions than 
wrong decisions.”

Northampton Town are set to look for a 
younger goalkeeper after releasing veteran 
number one Matt Duke, while boss Chris 
Wilder remains undecided on the future of 
Iraq born stopper Shwan Jalal.

“We feel Matt wants to play first team foot¬ 
ball, he’s at a stage where he wants and needs 
regular first team football and I’ve had conver¬

experience. “I was very impressed with what 
Jordan Archer did,” he said. “I look throughout 
the leagues and there’s a boy [Charlton’s Nick 
Pope] who did really well for Bury this year. 

“I think there are a lot of young goalkeepers in 
the Premier League, that are third and fourth 
choice, that clubs are looking to get out on loan 
and get experience. 

“There’s a boy [Marcus] Bettinelli who went 
out to Accrington last year and now finds him¬ 
self in Fulham’s first team so that’s the view we 
have on the goalkeeper.” 

With a number of senior players either 
released or made available for transfer, Wilder 
said it would free up his budget to allow him to 
bring in younger and cheaper replacements, as 
well as giving him the option of strengthening 
elsewhere.

Chris Wilder says he wants to 
‘cut his losses’ on failed signing 
John-Joe O’Toole after slapping 
the Cobblers midfielder on the 
transfer list. 

The 26-year-old was a major 
signing for Northampton last 
summer but boss Wilder has 
been left underwhelmed by his 
performances and now wants 
him to depart. 

He scored 15 goals for a relegat¬ 
ed Bristol Rovers side before 
joining the Cobblers but has 
managed just two in Town col¬ 
ours, and was even shipped out 
on loan to Southend earlier in 
the season. 

“Every manager has had sign¬ 


ings that have just not worked,” 
said Wilder. “John-Joe never 
really got off to a great start and 
it’s been a struggle for him to 
recapture the form he definitely 
showed at Bristol Rovers and 
made us want to sign him.” 

Wilder has announced a major 
player cull after Saturday’s 3-2 
defeat at home to Wycombe on 
the final day saw the Cobblers 
finish 12th in League Two. 

Midfielder Chris Hackett has 
also been transfer listed while 
number one goalkeeper Matt 
Duke, defenders Lee Collins, Ben 
Tozer and Ross Perry and mid¬ 
fielders Darren Carter, Lewis 
Hornby and Ian Morris have all 
been released following the 
expiry of their contracts. 

No decision has been made on 
out of contract keeper Shwan 
Jalal, while the futures of striker 
Billy Bodin and full-back Tom 


Newey - whose deals have also 
expired - are subject to fitness 
discussions. 

It means that Wilder has retained 
just 12 players ahead of what is 
likely to be a busy summer, with 
the O’Toole situation arguably the 
most disappointing after the 
Cobblers fought off stiff competi¬ 
tion to bring him to Sixfields. 

“He is still contracted to the 
club so if he doesn’t go he comes 
back in but I think from the boy’s 
point of view and ours it’s a situ¬ 
ation where we say it’s not gone 
as well as we’d like, so we cut our 
losses and move on,” said Wilder. 

“He’s just not found the form 
we signed him on. He’s not got 
the goals we thought he would 
get and he’s not produced on the 
pitch what we expected him to. 

“We’re disappointed it’s not 
been a success and I should 
imagine the boy is as well.” 
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
